THE NEGRO COLONIZING SCHEME, 


The Florida Times-Union thinks 
that the negro population of the 
United States is destined to spread 
from ocean to ocean, and to be limited 
in its distribution only by certain 
isothermal lines. In other words, col- 
ored people take to a warmclimate as 
the proverbial sick kitten ‘‘cottons”’ to 
a hot brick; the converse of which is 
that they can’t stand a very cold coun- 
try. Ifthe industrial conditions were 
alikesouth of a certain isotherm it might 
reasouabiy be predicted that the race 
would eventually become pretty 
evenly distributed south of that liue. 
But its distribution will be governed 
largely by the greater or less demand 
for hand labor. Such erops as cotton, 
cane and rice call for negro labor 
where it is available, but it will never 
be in demand for crops that require 
but little hand labor. 

The Times-Union proceeds to say: 

Following the natural law of distribution 
the negroes are now begiuning to pour into 
por agg and it will not be many years 
be 
probably become a distinct State will have 
to be included in the .“blaek belt.“ The 
gradual ex dus ofthe Chinese under the 
exclusion act is creating a demand for other 
cheap iaborers to take their places. ‘There 
was a time when it appeared tnat California 
was likely to be “ruined by Chinese cheap 
labor,“ but since then the business of grow- 
ing, canning and drying fruits bas increased 
enormously, and had created a demand for 
eheap hand labor, which is not at present 
fully supplied. 


The paper from which we quote then 
refers to the emigration movement of 
colored people to the Mississippi Val- 
ay and Oklahoma, which it denomi- 
nates a fraud, and the emigration to 
Liberia, which it considers worse; but 

seems to thiak that Senator Stau- 
ford’s scheme to bring a large colony 
of negroes to California, exactly the 
right thing in the right place, winding 


up with the declaration, The South 


can spare any number of negroes that 
California wants—that is if they wis 
to go.“ We quote again: 3 ; 
Senator Leland Stanford is at the head of 
a movement for promoting an extensjve 
immigration of negroes from the Southern 
States, Several thousand have been in- 
tuced to settle in California already, and 
vlansheve been laid for bringing 40. 000 
more into the State within a year, With a 
view to colonizing the expected immi-. 
grants 50,000 acres of land have been se- 
cured, and it will be divided among them 
iu Small tracts, they to have the option of 
paying for it in labor or môney. Senator 
Stanford has employed the Rev. R. Ben- 
jamin as agent in this matter, aud he is 


about to start for the Southern States on a 


drumthing expedition. He expeets to send 
8000 families to California within a year.

It will have to be sus- 
tained by main force of coin, and fur- 
nished implements, seed and animals 
until it can earn a living for itself, let 
alone paying for anything. : 

We do not dispute the general prop- 
osiiion that some day colored 
people will be much more nu- 
merous in California, and particu- 
iarly in Southern California, than they 
are Bow,—that they will largely take 
the places of Chinese now employed as 
domestic servants and field bands, 
Buta movement of this kind, to be 
accomplished without great hard- 
ship, must come about gradu- 
ally. As 2 people we cannot 
change our domestic and industrial 
methods in a day, a week, or u month. 
We cannot “off with the old and on 
With the new“ as we would change our 
coats, even at the beck of aso highly 
respected and-soinfiuential acitizen ag 
Senator Stanford.

Notwithstanding that several cars 
were literally crushed to splinters, 
Mail Agent Quimby was the only man 
killed, While others received quite 
painful injuries itis thought none will 
prove fatal. There was a rumor last 
night that George W. Grayson, a com- 
inercial traveler, had died, but a visit 
to his lodgings today showed he was 
getting along comfortably. Grayson 
bas severe internal injuries, but his 
nurse said he would be able to goon 
the street ina few days. Charles P. 
Hall, a local theatrical manager is 
confined to his room in the 
Golden Eagle Hotel. He received 
a painful bruise on the forehead and 
his left arm got along cut, laying the 
flesh open tothe bone. His left leg 
was also bruised, His most serious in- 
jury was to his chest, a heavy timber 
having fallen upon it. This hurt last 
night caused him to expectorate blood. 
He is so stiff and sore that he cannot 
turn over in bed yet. He declares 
that be will go to San Francisco 
tomorrow despite the doctor’s admoni- 
tion to keep quiet. Hall was sittingin 
the rear end of the parlor car when the 
orash came. He threw up his hands to 
protect his faes and eyes.

SPECIAL SCHOOL TAX. 


| The Election, Called for the 


Inst. 


TALK WITH TRUSTEE WOOD 


The Scholars Must Have a Full Nine- 
months“ Term—Demand for 
More Literature-—Briefs 
and Personals. 


A TIMES representative yesterday 
sought J. W. Wood, one of the school 
trustees of this city, tolearn the rea- 
sons that led the board to call for the 
special school tax of $5.500 to be voted 
upon on the 12th of this month. “The 
public schools of this city,“ said Mr. 


Wood, were never in a better condi- 
tion than at present. It has always 


been our habit when visited by strang- 


bors to point out our school buildings, 


and refer to the excellence of our 
school system with a degree of pride 
quite excusable. To maintain such an 
educationai system costs monéy. We 


don't want to be classed with country 


villages in this matter, at least, and it 
does seem as if our citizens should be 
willing to strain a point to sustain the 
system in its exceptional high stand- 
ard. The addition of a high-school 
course to our curriculum is a cause of 
congratulation. But to curtail our 
term to eight months, or even possibly 
less, would be a very serious blow that 
I trust will not happen in this district 


at least. 


“Will such a shortening of the term 
be actually necessary if this tax is not 
voted?” asked the reporter. 

“It undoubtedly will.“ continued 
Mr. Wood. There can be no help for 
it. Teachers won’t work without pay. 
We have a very exceptional lot of 
teachers now, and I am sure few of 


them would have cared to make a 
contract for an eight months’ term 


had this been anticipated when they 
were engaged. But if there is no 
money in the treasury this will be 
necessary, and next year they will 


‘probably be looking tor more profitable 


enge ements.“ 
hat is the cause of this shortage 
in bonds? 

„It is simply this: Each year the 
State sets aside a fixed amount of 
money, basing said amount upon the 
attendance of our schools during the 
preceding year. This appropriation is 
estimated upon a basis of $500 for each 
teacher, and seventy pupils per teacher. 


Now, itis out of the question for any 
teacher to take care of more than fifty |. 


pupils and do them justice. Conse- 
quently, the appropriation don’t cover 


the requirements by about twenty pu- 


pils, or nearly one-third. But the law 
contemplates this very fact when it 
provides that each district shali have 
the privilege of voting the deficiency, 


und this is done all over the State 


from time to time, and has been done 


in Pasadena at various times.“ 


„How about the county funds?“ 
queried the reporter. 
“Tbe county funds,” said Mr. Wood, 


‘are raised by our Supérvisors by a tax 


fixed each year in a similar manner 
to that by which the State tax 1s levied. 
The County Superintendent each year 
makes an estimate of the amount re- 
quired and asks the Board of Super- 
visors to make a levy of this amount; 
and just as regularly they cut the 
amount down that is asked for. This 
is done probably to protéct country 
districts having ouly mixed schools 
and but an eight months’ term, and 
with the expectation that those dis- 
tricts needing more than those prim- 
itive facilities would readily vote the 
additional funds. It is unfortusate 
that the law does not permit the levy- 
ing of this tax without the trouble and 
expense of these frequent elections; 
but it does not, and that settles it.“ 

»Do you think the tax will be 
voted?” 

“I trust so, and would be sorry to 
think that Pasadena property owners 
would, fur the sake of about 75 cents 
= 80 on Gach $1000 of assessment, vote 

against a matter of so much moment to 
all. Old bachelors may be unconcerned, 
but men of family should consider the 
question very carefully before opposing 
it. The trustees dog not propose to 
either electioneer or fight for it; but 
one thing is certain, if it is defeated 
the school term ends a month or moro 
earlier this season than usual, and the 
people may regret it when too late,”

If the people of San Bernardino aro 
desirous of acting against their own 
interests they are given an elegant 
opportunity. The following letter was 
last evening presented to the board of 
trustees: It covers all of the ground 
and shows what the exact facts in the 
onse in hand are: 

270 the honorable the Board of Trus- 
tees Of the city of San Bernardino 
GENTLEMEN: Our attention has been 
called to a Notice of Public». Work“ 
published in your local paper dated on 
the 2lst day of August, 1891, wherein 
you give notice of intention to widen 
Fourth street, describing the property 
deemed necessary to be taken there- 
for in the notice as published. With- 
out stopping to quibble over the defec- 
tive description we desire to en- 
ter our protest against any such 
widening of the street, in 80 
far as the same _ affects’ the 
lands of the Southern California Rail- 
way Company. Our lands were pur- 
chased with a view of placing our 
shops and works upon them as they 
are now located. We were outside of 
the city limits at the time we took 
possession of these premises, for the 
simpie reason that we wanted sufficient 
grounds without the interference of 
the streets to enable us to carry on our 
business in a manner best calculated 
to facilitate economy, and at the same 
time to furnish us ample room for all 
our shops. The proposed line inter- 
feres with several of our buildings, 
and reduces our yard limits to such an 
extent as will render them practically 
useless for the purpose for which they 


were originally selected and are now 


used. To widen the street by its ex- 
tension upon our lines will be to cut 
off the frontage of the two main 
brick buildings upon the premises, to 
take possession of our well and pump 
house, a portion of our paint shop, all 
of our pattern shop, our brass foundry, 
our tin and copper shop, our water- 
closets for our shops. our storage shed, 
which is 225 feetin length, and about 
fifteen hundred feet of our storage 
ground for steel rails and track mate- 
rials. It also reduces our area between 
the carpenter and machine shops and

pany, as we will have no storage room 
left between these shops.

demands which may arise in the near 
future, but the widening of the road

would be inexpensive in comparison 
with the taking of our grounds and 
subserve the same purposes.
